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Sheriff: Women plotted to murder Hustonville grandma

HUSTONVILLE — Lois “Minnie” Goode 
was not home on the afternoon of July 3 
when two deaf women from Ohio, armed 
with butcher knives, were discovered inside 
her residence on Danville Pike. Had she been 
home, police believe the 82-year-old Goode 
would have been the victim of a crime 
almost too horrific to contemplate. 

Lincoln County Sheriff Curt Folger said he 
has solid, high-tech evidence that Autumn

Drass of Columbus and Taquisha Horton of 
Cleveland intended to stab Goode to death 
that day — at the bidding of Jessica Callahan 
of Danville — to settle a score in a lesbian 
lover’s quarrel. 


“This is a big case, one of the most twist¬ 
ed I’ve ever seen,” Folger said Friday. 

Drass, 23, and Horton, 27, are being held 
in the Lincoln County Detention Center on 
charges of first-degree burglary and attempt¬ 
ed assault on Hustonville Police Chief Fred 
McCoy. Callahan, 27, of 232 Harding St. in 
Danville — who also is deaf— is being held 
in the Boyle County Detention Center on 
complicity to commit burglary and other 
unrelated charges. 

Folger said he will present evidence to a 
Lincoln County grand jury on Aug. 23 seek¬ 


ing indictments against the three women for 
conspiracy to commit murder. 

According to the sheriff, McCoy was dis¬ 
patched to Goode’s home just up the street 
from Hustonville Elementary School after a 
neighbor reported seeing four people go to 
the rear of the house and then two of them 
return to a car and leave. When McCoy 
arrived, he encountered Drass at the back 
door with a knife raised in her hand. McCoy

Stanford 
property 
taxes to 
stay put

STANFORD — City 
Council members voted 
Thursday night to keep 
real and personal property 
taxes at the same rate for 
2012 as they were last 
year. 

Property Valuation 
Administrator David 
Gambrel said by keeping 
the same rate, the city 
would still see an increase 
in revenue because of 
annexations that expanded 
the amount of property 
subject to city taxes. 
Multiple annexations in 

2011, including the annex¬ 
ation of Walmart and the 
Lincoln County schools 
along U.S. 27, added hun¬ 
dreds of acres of commer¬ 
cial and public properties 
to the city limits. 

By keeping property 
taxes the same, Stanford 
will still see an increase of 
more than $23,000 from 
real property taxes, from 
$190,620 in 2011 to 
$213,892 in 2012, 
Gambrel said. 

The city will also get 
close to $6,000 more from 
personal property taxes, 
going from $15,734 in 
2011 to around $21,610 in 

2012, he added. 

Following Gambrel's 

detailed explanation of 
how property taxes func¬ 
tion, Mayor Bill Miracle 
recommended the council 
members leave rates the 
same for 2012. 

Councilman Eddie 
Carter made the motion to 
pass a resolution keeping 
rates at 13.1 cents per 
$100 of real property 
value and 11.8 cents per 
$100 of personal property

Judge rules 
against 
former city 
clerk's suit

STANFORD — A judge 
has ruled for the city of 
Stanford and Mayor Bill 
Miracle in a lawsuit filed 
by the city's former clerk. 

Judge David A. Tapp 
granted a summary judg¬ 
ment in favor of the city 
July 25, finding that "no 
genuine issues of material 
fact exist" in Sandy 
Gooch's case claiming 
wrongful termination and 
intentional infliction of 
emotional distress. 

Gooch filed suit against 
Miracle and Stanford in 
November 2011, alleging 
the mayor repeatedly asked 
her to violate city policies 
and procedures, and then 
“concocted complete fabri¬ 
cations” in an effort to jus¬ 
tify Gooch’s termination on 
Nov. 12, 2010. 

Gooch's suit claimed she 
was fired because Miracle 
was concerned she would 
go public with accusations 
of the mayor’s improper 
activities and, ultimately, 
to create a job opening for 
his girlfriend. 

According to case docu¬ 
ments, Gooch wanted 

$47,593.72 for past lost 
wages and benefits, 

$500,000 for future lost 
wages, $100,000 for dam¬ 
age to her reputation, 

$100,000 for mental and 
emotional suffering and 
$100,000 in punitive dam¬ 
ages, plus costs and attor¬ 
ney fees. 

In his ruling, Judge Tapp 
wrote that Gooch has no 
claim for wrongful termi¬ 
nation because she was an 
at-will employee who 

could be fired at any time. 

As for the claim of inten¬ 
tional infliction of emo¬ 
tional distress, Tapp said

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City government candidates haven’t filed

With about a week left to 
file for the fall election, 
almost no one has filed to 
run for city commissioner or 
city council member in any 
of Lincoln County's three 
main municipalities. 

County Clerk Sonny 
Spoonamore said Tuesday 
Jimmy Lane is the only per¬ 


son who has filed to run for 
Hustonville City Council. 
No one has filed to run for 
Stanford City Council or 
Crab Orchard City 
Commission. 

Spoonamore said usually 
he sees people filing well 
ahead of the deadline, which 
is this coming Tuesday, Aug. 
14 at 4 p.m. sharp. 

Spoonamore has seen 
potential candidates miss the 


deadline by just a few 
moments. On one such close 
miss, the person got very 
angry, but Spoonamore said 
there's nothing that can be 
done once the clock strikes. 

Current Stanford City 
Councilman Eddie Carter 
said while he hasn't official¬ 
ly filed yet, he does plan to 
file before the deadline and 
seek re-election. Carter said 
he believes the other coun¬ 


cil members plan to run 
again as well, they just 
haven't filed yet. 

Current Crab Orchard 
City Commissioner Phylis 
Adams said she knows of at 
least three people, includ¬ 
ing herself, who plan to run 
for city commission, and 
there could be several more 
as well. 

Adams is familiar with 
low candidate turn-out in 


Crab Orchard — two years 
ago, only two people had 
filed to run for city com¬ 
mission. With the deadline 
approaching, Adams said 
her friends convinced her to 
run for a seat on the com¬ 
mission. 

Adams said if she hadn't 
run, her seat would have 
been left open for the 
mayor to appoint someone 
to.

Locking up kids'futures 


Jailing status 
offenders creates 
bad outcomes 

Last year in Kentucky, youth status 
offenders were booked 1,335 times 
into a juvenile detention center. It cost 
approximately $ 1.48 million to keep 
them locked up for a total of 7,191 
days, and their home counties paid 
$663,640 of that expense, according 
to a report from Kentucky Youth 
Advocates. 

Was it money well spent? Many 
juvenile court authorities and groups 
that promote child welfare say no. 

Status offenses are low-level 
crimes. They are illegal only because 
they are committed by people 
younger than 18. Juveniles are 
charged with status offenses when 
they buy tobacco or alcohol, when 
they are beyond the control of their 


parents or schools and when they are 
habitually truant or running away 
from home. 

Kentucky Youth Advocates, in a 
report titled “Ending the Use of 
Incarcerations for Status Offenses in 
Kentucky,” argues that Kentucky’s 
high rate of youth incarceration is 
ineffective and expensive. 

“Not only is incarceration, or 
secure detention, the most expensive 
approach, but it is also the least effec¬ 
tive, as youth who are detained face 
greater risk of poor education, work 
and health outcomes, as well as future 
incarceration. In fact, incarceration 
actually increases the likelihood that a 
youth who has committed a low-level 
offense will misbehave again. 

Research has shown that even 15 
years after their release, youth who 
had been incarcerated worked 10 per¬ 
cent fewer hours than people who had 
not been incarcerated,” the report 
states. 


These are the issues before the 
Kentucky General Assembly’s 
Juvenile Code Task Force. Rep. John 
Tilley, D-Hopkinsville, is co-chair of 
the task force. Christian District 
Judge Jim Adams testified before the 
task force Tuesday in Frankfort. 

Tilley and Adams say Kentucky’s 
juvenile code should be modernized. 

We agree. 

It’s important for Kentuckians and 
the General Assembly to let the task 
force do its work. But when it comes 
time for lawmakers to consider rec¬ 
ommendations from the task force, 
let’s hope bad politics don’t block 
good legislation. We’ve seen that 
often enough in recent years. 

Getting tough on juvenile offenders 
sounds good enough until you consid¬ 
er what happens when children are 
locked up for status offenses. These 
are often minor offenses that indicate 
deeper problems in a child’s life. 
Locking them up isn’t working.

Thanks for expanding 
our personal freedoms 


Welcome to adulthood, 
World Wide Web. 

You were bom on Aug. 6, 
1991, as an interconnected 
system that makes informa¬ 
tion accessible around the 
globe. That makes you 21. 

Since I can’t buy you a 
drink, how about a First 
Amendment salute instead? 

As it happens, you 
debuted as a publicly avail¬ 
able and revolutionary com¬ 
munication service just a few 
months before the 200th 
anniversary of the ratification 
of the First Amendment as 
part of the Bill of Rights on 
Dec. 15, 1791. Thanks to 
you, the world - and the First 
Amendment’s five freedoms 
of religion, speech, press, 
assembly and petition - 
would never be viewed the 
same way again. 

You even had a birth 
announcement that day, 
penned by your father, Tim 


Berners-Lee. It reads, in part: 
“The Worldwide Web 
(WWW) project aims to 
allow all links to be made to 
any information anywhere. ... 
The WWW project was start¬ 
ed to allow high energy 
physicists to share data, 
news, and documentation. 

We are very interested in 
spreading the web to other 
areas ... .” 

Like most parents, it 
would appear that Berners- 
Lee already was planning 
your future. 

There were your first baby 
steps and early friends: 
Mosaic, the first browser that 
helped us find information 
and that later took the name 
Netscape. New kids moved 
into the neighborhood, with 
names like CompuServe, 
Yahoo and America Online, 
and later Microsoft, Apple 
and Google. 

More and more of us

played with you in those 
early years - experimenting 
with your reach, discovering 
that we could turn up a zil¬ 
lion mentions of virtually any 
subject. And we could make 
ourselves heard, not just by 
those in earshot, but by the 
globe. It was fun. Few rules 
restrained us as we roamed 
your new world. 

As you reached your teen 
years you fostered a new 
generation of communicators 
and a growing variety of 
users. Rebellious moments 
and new challenges arose as 
you matured. 

The Web moved from 
being a toy to a tool - from a 
place for gamers, sports fans 
and early adopters to a wide¬ 
ly used utility, a good place 
to get practical information, a 
new platform for self-expres¬ 
sion. Companies found they 


could promote their wares 
and do business through you, 
thus forever altering the retail 
market. 

There came the inevitable 
consequences of stepping out 
into the wider world. We 
were the targets of hackers, 
cheats and online predators. 
We suffered when you were 
infected with malicious 
viruses, spurious “facts” and 
hate-filled views. Adults 
began trying to set rules as a 
result. Congress enacted a 
kind of Internet curfew: the 
Communications Decency 
Act of 1996, its first attempt 
to regulate Web content, tout¬ 
ed as a way to shield children 
from pornography. 

But in 1997, in Reno v. 
ACLU, the Supreme Court 
struck down the anti-inde¬ 
cency provisions of the act, 
saying Congress had gone 
too far. About all that 
remains today is Section 230, 
which says Internet service 
operators are not legally 
liable for what others post. 

Other memorable 
moments followed. Enter 
Wikipedia, that flawed but 


massive attempt to provide a 
self-correcting, self-sustain¬ 
ing, 21st century version of 
the venerable encyclopedia. 
YouTube now lets us broad¬ 
cast to the world. There’s 
Facebook. We’ve learned to 
talk to each other in 140- 
character messages via 
Twitter. 

Efforts continue to legis¬ 
late away your rawer edges, 
from salacious images to the 
coarse, vulgar comments that 
have moved from scrawls on 
a real wall to posting on a 
virtual one. 

But as with all of us enter¬ 
ing adulthood, nobody really 
knows your potential, where 
you will end up or what your 
full impact will be. We do 
know you’ve matured from 
toy to tool to necessity. We 
spend much of our days 
looking at media through 
you. Social movements, elec¬ 
tions and even revolutions 
rely on you to start and stay 
alive. 

The nation’s Founders 
lived in a time when freedom 
of speech meant the right to 
say what you wanted to your 


neighbor, and perhaps also to 
people gathered on the vil¬ 
lage green. That freedom has 
moved from the village green 
to the village screen, with its 
enormous capacity to reach 
individuals, communities, 
nations, the world. 

Those who ratified the 
First Amendment may not 
have been able to envision 
you, but they knew the value 
of what you make possible - 
freedom of speech and infor¬ 
mation, planet-wide and at 
our collective fingertips. 

They would value the way 
you allow us to track what 
our government is spending, 
what our officials are doing 
and how our society is 
changing. 

I’m pretty sure they would 
join in helping to light the 
virtual candles. Happy birth¬ 
day, Web.

raised a minimum of $432,000 
in college-offered scholarships. 

The winner of the 2013 
Lincoln County Distinguished 
Young Woman program will 
receive a $4,200 cash scholar¬ 
ship. The first runner-up will 
receive a $3,200 cash scholar¬ 
ship, second runner-up will 
receive a $2,200 cash scholar¬ 
ship and third runner-up will 
receive a $1,200 cash scholar¬ 
ship. 

Since scholastic achievement 
is what the DYW program is all 
about, high academic perform¬ 
ance will be well rewarded. A 
$1,000 cash scholarship will be 
presented to the overall scholas¬

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Hustonville may add safety officer

HUSTONVILLE 
Visibility of law enforce¬ 
ment in Hustonville would 
effectively double under a 
plan supported by Mayor 
Mark Spivey and Police 
Chief Fred McCoy to add a 
safety officer position to the 
Hustonville Police 

Department. 

Spivey told Hustonville 
City Council members 
Tuesday night that Troy 
Cain, who has law enforce¬ 
ment experience with the 
Lincoln County Sheriffs 
Office, will begin a trial 
period of training with 
McCoy within the next few 
days. 

Spivey said Cain has 
agreed not to be compensat¬ 
ed during his trial period, 
during which McCoy and 
Spivey will train him. 

After the trial period of 
90-120 days, the city coun¬ 
cil will have the opportunity 
to review the situation, dis¬ 
cuss how much Cain might 
be paid and move forward 
with him as an official mem¬ 


ber of the police department, 
Spivey added. 

McCoy said having an 
additional person to patrol 
the streets will increase 
police visibility in the city 
and discourage people from 
committing crimes. 

"Sometimes having some¬ 
one just driving the cruiser 
around is enough to deter 
it," he said. "I don’t see no 
negative in it as long as I get 
a qualified person." 

Spivey provided council 
members with a job descrip¬ 
tion for the new safety offi¬ 
cer position that could be 
created for Cain. 

The safety officer would be 
a "uniformed, non-sworn 
member of the Hustonville 
Police Department" who 
would have main responsibil¬ 
ities including handling "gen¬ 
eral public assistance calls," 
ticketing illegally parked 
vehicles, enforcing city ordi¬ 
nances and directing traffic at 
crash scenes, according to the 
job description. 

Spivey said if hired, a 
safety officer would work 
separate shifts from McCoy 
in order to maximize the vis¬ 


ibility of law enforcement 
presence. 

The city council unani¬ 
mously approved a motion 
showing their support for 
the move. 

McCoy thanked the coun¬ 
cil and Spivey. He said 
while other places have seen 
bank robberies and other 
crimes over the years, 
Hustonville has been fortu¬ 
nate to have relatively 
peaceful streets. 

Adding the safety officer 
will help ensure those 
peaceful streets remain 
peaceful, he said. 

"We’ve done good over 
the years, but I think that’s 
going to help us," he said. 

Tax rates staying put 

In other business, the city 
council approved a first 
reading keeping real and 
personal property tax rates 
for 2012 at the same rates 
they were in 2011. 

If the council passes a sec¬ 
ond reading, the city’s real 
property tax rate will remain 
at 11.9 cents per $100 of

H'burg Man's death 
classified as murder 


Body found in Hustonville 
cellar has ties to Danville 
shooting suspect

HUSTONVILLE — The 
death of a Harrodsburg man 
who was last seen with the 
suspect in a deadly double 
shooting has been ruled a 
homicide. 

Lincoln County Coroner 
Farris Marcum said July 30 
the final autopsy report from 
the state medical examiner’s 
office in Frankfort classified 
the death of Clint Disken, 
31, as a homicide, although a 
cause of death was not deter¬ 
mined. Marcum said the 
level of decomposition made 
it impossible to identify the 
exact manner of death or 
complete a toxicology 
report. 

Disken shared a trailer 
home at 55 Fairlane Ave. in 
Hustonville with Thomas 
Hager Jr. until he was last 
seen in early March. 
Disken’s mother, Patricia 
Devine, reported him miss¬ 
ing after news broke that 
Hager, 39, of Danville had 
been arrested in the shooting 
deaths of Mark Snyder, 21, 
of Waynesburg and Ted 
Sparks, 54, of Danville on 
May 21 at Sparks’ home. 

The last time Devine saw 
or heard from Disken was 
March 3 when he and Hager 
stopped by her Harrodsburg 
home on their way to a 
restaurant in Frankfort. She 
and Disken’s sister have said 
they believe Hager was 
using Disken’s Facebook 
account following his death 
to make it appear Disken 
was in Bowling Green. 

On May 25, authorities 
found Disken’s body in the 
cellar of a barn behind the 
trailer on Fairlane Avenue 
after Hager’s former in-laws 
— who own the trailer and 
live on the property — 
reported an odor. At the time 
the remains were found, 
Marcum said he believed the 
body could have been there 
for several weeks. 


During the initial autopsy, 
Marcum said there were no 
signs of gunshot or stab 
wounds or any other obvious 
indicators of trauma. 

Marcum acknowledged 
Disken’s death being ruled a 
homicide without a clear 
cause seems to indicate the 
law enforcement investiga¬ 
tion has yielded additional 
information. However, he 
does not know what may 
have been uncovered. 

Trooper Paul Blanton, a 
spokesman for Kentucky 
State Police post in 
Richmond, said the death 
investigation by Detective 
Monte Owens is ongoing 
and the case has not been 
reclassified a homicide. He 
said Owens is continuing to 
conduct interviews. 

Blanton indicated a case 
could be presented to the 
commonwealth’s attorney in 
the near future, but he 
declined to elaborate on 
what charges may be forth¬ 
coming. According to 



Disken 

Blanton, state police do not 
identify individuals as “per¬ 
sons of interest” and said 
Hager is not officially a sus¬ 
pect. 

Although Hager has been 
interviewed, at this point he 
would only be considered a 
witness, Blanton said. He 
has not been charged with 
any crime related to Disken’s 
death. 

Hager was arraigned July 
10 in Boyle Circuit Court for 
allegedly murdering Snyder 
and Sparks and assaulting 
Phillip White, 37, of 
Lancaster, who survived 
being shot while trying to 
flee the scene. The case was 
scheduled for a status hear¬ 
ing Tuesday.

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Bluegrass 911 wants to test new water-meter fee 


Board members recommend 
gradual switch from landlines

LANCASTER — Lincoln and 
Garrard counties have been inch¬ 
ing closer to ordinances aimed at 
improving how 911 service is 
funded, but now the area 911 call 
center says it wants a test drive 
before it commits to the new 
plan. 

Bluegrass 911 board members 
voted unanimously Monday to 
recommend that the counties 
change their plans — at least 
temporarily — for doing away 
with the current $3 monthly fee 
on landlines that provides a 
majority of the emergency call 
center’s funding. 

Rather than immediately 
replacing the landline fee with a 
$2.50 monthly fee on all water 
meters, the board voted it would 
prefer to keep the landline fee 
for now, while instituting a much 


smaller water-meter fee of 25 
cents until the viability of the 
new fee system can be guaran¬ 
teed. 

Officials have been debating 
for years what to do about 
shrinking funding for Bluegrass 
911, which provides emergency- 
call-center coverage for Lincoln 
and Garrard counties. 

Bluegrass 911 has traditionally 
been funded by a fee assessed on 
every landline in its coverage 
area. But as fewer and fewer 
people purchase telephone land¬ 
lines, less and less money is 
coming in from those landline 
fees. 

That means for Bluegrass 911 
to continue functioning without 
using money from either coun¬ 
ties’ general funds, rates have to 
rise on landlines or funding has 
to come from another source. 

The most recent proposal to 
gain traction — shifting the cost 


from landlines to water meters 
— has been supported by both 
counties’ fiscal courts. Garrard 
County has passed two readings 
of an ordinance implementing 
the new water-meter fee and 
doing away with the landline fee, 
while Lincoln County has passed 
the first reading of a largely 
identical ordinance. 

But Bluegrass 911 Board 
Chairman and Garrard County 
Judge-Executive John Wilson 
said there is a potential constitu¬ 
tional issue with the state law 
that the counties’ ordinances cite 
as their authority to levy the new 
water-meter fee. 

Until that constitutionality can 
be verified — or denied — 
Bluegrass 911 appears hesitant 
to end its income from landlines 
and commit to water meters. 

’’We’re just moving forward in 
an abundance of caution,’’ 
Wilson said. ’’The motive behind 
this strategy is to be able to chal¬ 
lenge the constitutionality of the 
statute that allows this, while 
exposing the taxpayer to mini¬ 
mum liability.’’ 


The state law in question 
makes it legal for local govern¬ 
ments to establish 911 telephone 
services and states that funding 
for the 911 services ’’may be 
obtained through the levy of 
any special tax, license, or fee 
not in conflict with the 
Constitution and statutes of this 
state.’’ 

Bluegrass 911 board members 
want to see the constitutionality 
of that state law challenged 
before they hang the center’s 
funding on it. 

In theory, if the constitutional¬ 
ity was upheld, the water-meter 
fee would be OK. If the law was 
deemed unconstitutional, 

Bluegrass 911 could seek other 
funding options instead of the 
water-meter fee. 

But until there’s a fee in place, 
there’s no legal standing for any¬ 
one to challenge the constitu¬ 
tionality of the fee. 

Implementing the fee without 
making it Bluegrass 911 ’s main 
source of funding allows the 
constitutionality of the law to be 
challenged without threatening 


the funding of Bluegrass 911. 

Board member and Lincoln 
County Attorney Daryl Day sug¬ 
gested the 25-cent water-meter 
fee to the other board members. 
Placing the minor fee on water 
meters would allow for the con¬ 
stitutional challenge, he said. 
And if the constitutionality 
stands up in court, then the coun¬ 
ties could implement the full 
$2.50 water-meter fees and 
repeal their landline fees without 
fear, he added. 

Board members discussed 
many 911 funding options and 
issues before going into execu¬ 
tive session to discuss pending 
litigation. When the board 
emerged from executive session, 
it voted to recommend the 25- 
cent water-meter move. 

Garrard County Fiscal Court 
next meets Aug. 13, while 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
meets Aug. 14. 

The courts would have to 
approve two readings of new 
versions of their 911 funding 
ordinances before the recom¬ 
mended fees would take effect.

there is a very high thresh¬ 
old of wrongdoing that 
must be met before some¬ 
one can sue for such a 
claim. 

Tapp cited case law 
establishing that intention¬ 
al infliction of emotional

’’We’re not giving up," 
she said.

One of Gooch’s attor¬ 
neys, Ephraim Helton, had 


not responded to calls ask¬ 
ing for comment by press 
time. 

Miracle said last week 
he was pleased with the 
ruling. 

"We felt pretty good 
about it," he said. "I think 
this was probably the best 
thing that could happen for 
us with this particular 
suit." 

City Attorney John 
Hackley told city council 
members Aug. 2 that get¬ 
ting a summary judgment 
is a difficult achievement. 
Over his career, he has 
dealt with around 1,000 
civil cases and only seen

value. The council voted 
unanimously in favor of the 
resolution. 

City Attorney John 
Hackley said he will draft 
the appropriate ordinance 
supporting the resolution 
and the council will be able 
to vote on that in future 
meetings. 

Alternatively, council 
members could have voted 
to take a 4-percent increase, 
which would have increased 
the real property tax rate to 


13.6 cents per $100. 
Gambrel said such an 
increase would have added 
almost $8,000 more in real 
property tax revenue. 

The city council could 
also have generated up to 
$9,173 in revenue from 
increasing the personal prop¬ 
erty tax, Gambrel noted. 

Gambrel said the city is in 
a different boat from the 
county because the annexed 
land has increased Stanford’s 
total property value, while 
total property value in the 
county is on the decline. 

Houses around the county 


are abandoned and falling 
into disrepair, leading to 
large devaluations. Gambrel 
said one example is a house 
that was valued at $80,000 
eight years ago is now worth 
just $30,000. 

Gambrel has previously 
estimated the total property 
value loss in Lincoln County 
at around $4 million. 

"A lot of things that hap¬ 
pened nationally are really 
coming home here," he said. 
"This is the first time I’ve 
dealt with more abandoned 
and neglected property than I 
have new property."

five or six summary judg¬ 
ments, he said.

No one injured in U.S. 27 wreck

STANFORD — Drivers travel¬ 
ing U.S. 27 south of Stanford 
Friday evening saw the aftermath 
of what appeared to be a fairly 
severe wreck, but there was no 
one injured and only one vehicle 
was damaged. 

Lincoln County Deputy Sheriff 
Ryan Kirkpatrick said Rebecca 
Roark of Stanford swerved her 
Ford SUV to avoid another vehi¬ 
cle, and wound up with her vehi¬ 


cle on its side. 

Roark was examined by 
Stanford EMS personnel who 
responded to the scene, and she 
checked out OK without any 
injuries, according to Kirkpatrick. 

Roark was second in a line of 
southbound vehicles on U.S. 27 
that were stopped in the left lane 
behind a vehicle waiting to turn 
left onto Old Somerset Road, 
Kirkpatrick said. 

Roark decided not to wait 
behind the turning vehicle and 
began to pull into the right lane to 


drive around. As she changed 
lanes, the vehicle in front of her 
did the same thing, cutting her off, 
Kirkpatrick said. 

Roark swerved to avoid the 
other vehicle, and her SUV 
flipped onto its side and spun 
around. 

Kirkpatrick said the vehicle that 
was waiting to turn left and the 
vehicle that pulled out in front of 
Roark both left the scene. 

Lincoln County firefighters 
directed traffic around the wreck 
until it could be cleared.

William Bullock, 34, of Liberty, 
Brandon Biggs, 31, of Stanford and 
Brandon Vanover, 18, Joseph 
Denny, 21, and Travis Puckett, 30, 
all of Lancaster, each were charged 
with first-degree robbery, second-

drew his weapon and, after 
Drass retreated into the 
house, called for backup, 
Folger said. 

When Folger and deputies 
Danny Gilliam and Bill 
Hester arrived on scene, 
McCoy had Drass and 
Horton in handcuffs. During 
their investigation, the offi¬ 
cers recovered another 
butcher knife and another 
especially damning bit of 
evidence — Drass’s cell 
phone. 

“The deaf can communi¬ 
cate very well with text mes¬ 
sages,” Folger said. “I got a 
search warrant for the phone 
and it revealed what I was 
beginning to suspect.” 

Folger declined to elabo¬ 
rate on the specific contents 
of the phone, but said he 
recovered evidence in texts 
and photographs that show 
the plan was to murder 
Goode that day. One of the 
messages, sent after Drass 
was in custody, was a des¬ 
perate plea to delete the pre¬ 
vious incriminating phone 
activity, he said. 

Folger said he gained fur¬ 
ther corroboration of the 
murder plan after interview¬ 
ing Kerry Zamara, also of 
Columbus. Zamara was at 
Goode’s home that day, but 
left with Callahan before 
police arrived. She was ini¬ 
tially charged with complic¬ 
ity in the burglary and jailed, 
but the charge was later dis¬ 
missed, court records show. 
Folger said he released 
Zamara on the condition she 
would cooperate in the 
investigation and testify 
against the others or risk 
being indicted herself. 

“Kerry will be my wit¬ 
ness,” the sheriff said. 

According to Zamara’s 
account, she and Callahan 
left Hustonville and returned 
to Danville, leaving Horton 
and Drass at Goode’s home, 
where two windows had 
been broken out to gain 
entry. After arriving in 
Danville, Zamara, who also 
is deaf, became scared and 
texted a family member in 
Columbus to come get her. 


Folger said he was able to 
text Zamara the next day 
and convince her to return to 
Lincoln County, where she 
was jailed on the complicity 
charge and interviewed with 
the help of an interpreter. 
Through Zamara and other 
sources, Folger said he was 
able to put the pieces of the 
plot together and determine 
a motive. 

Callahan had previously 
been in a long-term relation¬ 
ship with Goode’s deaf 
daughter, Folger said. 
Callahan was not mad at the 
daughter over the break-up, 
Folger said, but resented the 
daughter’s interference with 
Callahan’s current girl¬ 
friend. The daughter had 
been helping Callahan’s cur¬ 
rent lover escape the abusive 
relationship by assisting her 
in getting emergency protec¬ 
tive orders, Folger 
explained. 

“Jessica was wanting to 
get back at (the daughter) by 
attacking her mother,” 
Folger said. 


According to Folger, the 
four women became 
acquainted via the Internet, 
using computers equipped 
with Web cameras that 
allowed them to establish 
video contact and communi¬ 
cate using sign language. 
Callahan made a trip to 
Columbus to meet the 
women prior to going back 
to get them and bring them 
to Danville, the sheriff said. 

Folger said he has not yet 
determined if Callahan 
befriended the Ohio women 
with the intention of enlist¬ 
ing them in the murder plan 
or “they just hatched it after 
they got back here.” 

“Jessica is the leader of 
this thing,” Folger said. “I 
understand she’s a pretty 
intimidating person, very 
manipulative.” 

Callahan, who was in cus¬ 
tody in Boyle County on 
other charges before being 
charged in the burglary, has 
not yet been arraigned in 
Lincoln District Court, 
court records show. Drass 
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and Horton have pleaded 
not guilty on the burglary 
and assault charges and 
their cases were handed up 
to the grand jury after pre¬ 


liminary hearings in 
Lincoln District Court last 
month. 

Folger is convinced the 
three will be indicted on 


murder conspiracy charges 
when the grand jury con¬ 
venes later this month. 

“I feel like we’ve got a 
real strong case,” he said.

But, most importantly, he 
redeemed himself by making 
the 2012 Kentucky U17 
Soccer Team in the Olympic 
Development Program. 

“I think not making the 
U13 team was kind of a 
motivator for me,” said 
Dunn, 16. It think it pushed 
me to get better so I would 
get an invitation. I finally did 
get one this year so I was 
excited.” 

And getting an invitation 
was a must. Lower level 
ODP state teams are chosen 


through open tryouts, how¬ 
ever, it’s invitation only for 
the upper levels. 

Only 35 invitations were 
sent out statewide for the 
U17 Kentucky Youth Soccer 
tryouts and Dunn was one of 
the talented athletes to be 
honored. 

But making the team was 
no easy task. Dunn went 
through a number of prac¬ 
tices with the ODP, which 
led to more and more boys 
getting cut from the program 
until the final roster was 


reached. 

“The 35 invitations went 
out and then 22 were chosen 
from those and then, when 
you get to regionals, the 22 
is cut to 18,” said Dunn, a 
junior at LCHS. 

Dunn and the other U17 
Kentucky players endured 
tryouts March 3 and 10 in 
Owensboro and training ses¬ 
sions in Bowling Green 
before beginning tournament 
play in Memphis, Tenn. and 
Dayton, Ohio. Then the final 
18 took the floor for the 


Region 2 Championships in 
Rockford, Ill. 

Dunn’s determination to 
make the team never waned, 
despite the grueling tryouts. 

“I wasn’t going to be satis¬ 
fied until I made the team 
and we’d gotten to Rockford 
(Illinois),” he said. “I was 
really excited (to make the 
team). I had worked hard 
and was just really excited.” 

Dunn and the Kentucky 
ODP U17 team, which was 
coached by University of 
Louisville assistant Dale 


Helfrich, competed against 
teams from Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, 

Nebraska, Ohio, South 
Dakota and Wisconsin at 
Rockford in the Region 2 
Championships. 

The Kentucky squad fared 
well in the ODP regional 
tournament, despite limited 
playing time together, enter¬ 
ing the semifinals as the only

round as defending national champion 
Michigan knocked out Kentucky in a semifi¬ 
nal shootout. 

“The score was 1-1. We scored kind of 
early and they scored in the last 10 minutes 
to tie the game. Then it went to penalty kicks 
and their keeper stopped two penalty kicks 
and ours didn’t,” Dunn said. 

While disappointed with the loss, Dunn 
said the experience was rewarding. 

“It was hard for us, but we were satisfied 
with how we’d played before then (semifi¬ 
nals) and glad for the experience,” he said. 
“We’d just given up a really bad goal (for 
tie), it was a rebound goal. Michigan ended 
up just crushing Nebraska to win the tourna¬ 
ment.

After having competed on an ODP team, 
does Dunn have aspirations of someday pos¬ 
sibly being a member of the United States 
Olympic soccer team? 

“It’s everyone’s dream to make that, but 
you’ve got to set your goals at what you can 
reach,” he said. “I know I’m not going to be 
the best player in the United States but I’m 
going to be the best player I can be - wher¬ 
ever that takes me.” 

And there’s no lack of trying to “be the 
best player” from Dunn, who does have 
hopes of playing college soccer, with high 
school soccer, club soccer and soccer camps 
keeping him on the run. 

“After (ODP) I went to a Georgetown 
College camp, Kentucky’s camp and 
Lindsey Wilson’s camp back-to-back-to- 
back,” he said.

Summer drought puts bears on the move 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - This 
summer’s early drought has 
prompted the London 
Ranger District in the Daniel 
Boone National Forest, 
including all campgrounds 
around Laurel River Lake, to 
implement a mandatory food 
storage order in an effort to 
prevent possible interactions 
between bears and visitors. 

The drought has impacted 
the availability of black 
bears’ natural foods, and as 
those foods have diminished, 
bear sighting reports have 
increased considerably in the 
London Ranger District. 

Forest visitors must store 
food inside a hardtop vehicle 
or bear-resistant container 
when not cooking or eating. 
Burning or burying food, 
trash or any other bear attrac- 
tant is prohibited. 

Backcountry campers 
must suspend food and 
garbage at least 10 feet off 
the ground and four feet out 
from any tree or pole. 

“In most areas of eastern 
Kentucky, this summer’s 
wild berry crop disappeared 
quickly,” said Steven Dobey, 
bear biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“This is a very important 
food source for this time of 
year and with it gone, bears 
are roaming extensively in 
search of alternate foods.” 

July is also the end of the 
breeding season for bears so, 
in conjunction with the short¬ 
age of natural foods, the nat¬ 
ural tendency for male bears 
to travel is at a peak right 
now. Ultimately, this creates 
a heightened potential for 
human-bear interactions, and 
often in places typically not 


frequented by bears. 

“Right now, residents liv¬ 
ing or recreating in bear 
country need to be particular¬ 
ly mindful of food and 
garbage containment,” said 
Dobey. “The most effective 
resolution to almost all bear 
issues is also the simplest; 
eliminate access to human- 
related food.” 

Mandatory food storage 
orders are not new for the 
Daniel Boone National 
Forest. Existing food storage 
orders remain in effect for 
the Stearns Ranger District 
and the Red River Gorge. 
The orders define a bear 
attractant as any substance 
having an odor that may 
attract bears. Food, cooking 
grease, toothpaste, soap and 
garbage are considered 
attractants. 

About 70 percent of all 
nuisance complaints in 
Kentucky are directly related 
to bears getting into some¬ 
body’s garbage. After repeat¬ 
ed access to human-related 
food or garbage, bears begin 
to lose their natural fear of 
people. Ultimately, it is that 
change in behavior that can 
cause nuisance problems in 
neighborhoods, towns, and 
backcountry areas. Kentucky 
law makes it illegal to feed 
bears - intentionally or unin¬ 
tentionally. 

“Human-bear interactions 
are by no means restricted to 
metropolitan areas,” explains 
Dobey. “Access to garbage 
or food in more remote areas 
causes problems every year, 
particularly in camp¬ 
grounds." The resolution is 
the same, however, and elim¬ 
inating access to food is the 
key.

National Forest illustrate the 
proactive nature of bear man¬ 
agement,” said Dobey. 
“Ultimately, food storage 
restrictions benefit the well 
being of people as much as 
bears.” 

If camping, picnicking, 
hiking or fishing, food 
should be stored in the trunk 
when vehicles are left unat¬ 
tended. 

In residential areas, don’t 
leave garbage outside 
overnight if at all possible. 
Instead, wait until the morn¬ 
ing of the pick-up to put it 
outside. Food scraps, pet 
food, even seed in bird feed¬ 


ers, can attract hungry bears 
looking for an easy meal. 
Also avoid throwing food 
scraps outside to feed 
wildlife or pets as these are 
often overlooked lures for 
black bears. 

“Just 10 years ago it was a 
rarity to even see a black bear 
in Kentucky,” said Dobey. 
“Today, there is potential for 
regular sightings in any 
county east of the Daniel 
Boone National Forest. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
bears were not stocked in 
eastern Kentucky. Their nat¬ 
ural return is a true wildlife 
success story and a testament 
to the overall health of 
Kentucky’s forests.”

FARM FACTS

Stockpiling grasses for 
fall and winter pasture 


Now is the time to begin 
stockpiling cool-season 
grass pastures. 

Stockpiling helps broaden 
the pasture season for the 
cow herd, reduces feed 
and labor costs by lower¬ 
ing the amount of hay 
needed, and provides an 
ideal location for the beef 
cow herd to winter and 
calve. 

It’s really easy to begin 
to stockpile. Simply take 
cattle off pastures now, 
apply nitrogen fertilizer, 
and allow grass to accu¬ 
mulate growth until late 
November or December. 
Then, put cattle on the 
pasture one section at a 
time until they’ve finished 
grazing the whole field. 

Tall fescue and 
Kentucky bluegrass are 
the best grasses to stock¬ 
pile in Kentucky. Both 
retain green color and for¬ 
age quality late into win¬ 
ter, are somewhat resistant 
to low temperatures and 
form a good sod. 

Apply nitrogen in mid- 
August. Topdress at the 
rate of 150 to 200 pounds 
of Ammonia Nitrate per 
acre or 150 - 175 lbs. of 
urea per acre. Urea can 
volatize in the hot sun so it 
is best to apply urea just 
prior to a rain or early 
evening when you expect 
a heavy dew. 

Yields can be very good 
when water is available 
during the stockpiling 
period. Tall fescue can 
produce two tons of hay 
equivalent up to late 
November. With adequate 
water producers can 
achieve 25 pounds of dry 
matter for each pound of 


nitrogen used. 

After frost, let cattle 
graze grass-legume fields 
quickly before plants dete¬ 
riorate. Then, put animals 
on the stockpiled grass 
fields. For the most effi¬ 
cient use of stockpiled 
fields, establish a strip 
grazing system by using a 
temporary electric fence 
to section off areas of the 
field. When animals have 
grazed this area, move the 
fence to open a new strip. 
Repeat this process until 
the entire field has been 
grazed. 

Stockpiled grass is an 
excellent choice for fall¬ 
calving cows because it 
can be used to meet high 
nutritional needs after 
calving and during the 
breeding season. Grazing 
stockpiled grasses may 
offer the most benefit to 
spring-calving cows in 
thin body condition during 
the fall. Stocker cattle can 
be grazed on stockpiled 
fescue with good results. 
Using stockpiled grasses 
helps lower feed costs 
when backgrounding 
stocker cattle. 

Late Summer Sowing 
of Alfalfa 

Establishing a good 
stand of alfalfa is expen¬ 
sive and time consuming, 
but the success rate is high 
if you give attention to the 
important factors. Follow 
these steps for best results 
in getting a dense, weed- 
free stand. 

Step 1. Variety selection 

A large number of 
adapted varieties are 
available to select from. 
Selection of varieties 
should be based on yield 


potential, pest resistance 
and winter hardiness. 
Variety information is 
available at the U.K. 
Extension Office. 

Step 2. Seeding rates 

Alfalfa should be seed¬ 
ed at 20 lb of seed per 
acre for pure alfalfa 
stands. Use 16-18 lbs. of 
alfalfa seed per acre when 
sowing with a grass. The 
seeding rate for the added 
grass would be six lbs. of 
either orchardgrass or 
endophyte friendly fescue 
or endophyte free fescue. 

Step 3. When to sow 

Late summer seedings 
need six to eight weeks to 
germinate and grow 
before the first hard 
freeze. This usually means 
planting between Aug. 15 
and Sept. 15. Major con¬ 
cerns at this time of year 
are a lack of adequate soil 
moisture and sclerotinia 
crown rot. Sclerotinia 
stem and crown rot of 
alfalfa only infects in the 
late fall 

(October/November) and 
almost always only affects 
tender seedling plants. 
Planting alfalfa early in 
the late summer seeding 
period allows the plant to 
grow and develop more of 
its natural resistance to 
sclerotinia before the 
infectious period. 

If the soil is dry, pre¬ 
pare the seedbed but do 
not plant alfalfa until an 
inch or more of rain falls. 
Then, finish preparation 
and plant the alfalfa as 
soon as possible.
